Thanks to everyone who responded to my "help". I removed what must have 
been 40 years of oxidation, grease and dirt and now can read those beautiful 
tube numbers 
on the sparkling bronze anodized chassis. I used a solution made up of 409, 
distilled 
water and ammonia and applied it with a make-up brush called a blush brush. 
This 


solution is highly effective and does not attack plastic. I lifted the dirt in 
solution off of the chassis with small swatches of a lint free cotton towel 
and 

then went back in with a gum massager and buffed up all the screw heads, 
corners, 

and tiny out of the way places. The gum massager cost $10 and takes one 
c-cell. 

I took the cabinet entirely apart so I could access all areas but stopped 
when I got to the dial string and PTO. I would like to go back in and finish 
cleaning these areas but I am afraid that I will not get things back together 
and working again. The dial string path is laid out very clearly in the 
manual; 
however, are there any open manholes that I should know about? What is the 
best 
replacement dial string to use? 

And about the PTO... How do I remove it and clean it inside and out? What 
should I be careful not to do? 

Also does anyone have any suggestions about what kind of grease to use on 
the gears and where I can get it? 

The next step for me will be to get some test equipment. I have a 
Tektronics 
scope (2235), and a HP oscillator (204C) and a HP Voltmeter (410C). I just 
recently 
got it all at a garage sale and it too needs restoration. What additional test 
equipment would be helpful in tuning up the 75A4 and, (later) a boatanchor 
transmitter? 

Does anyone know what the HP model numbers are for the audio generator or 
digital 
voltmeter that would match the 410C ? Is the original manual to the 401C 
still available? Since the HP "C" line is small, light, available and 
affordable 
I would like to collect a few pieces.

The original schematic of this amp (published by Acro) did in fact 
include global negative feedback, in the form of 6.2K shunted by 50 MMF. 


This network was connected between the 16 ohm tap of the output 
transformer and the cathode of the first stage triode. This could 
explain the excessive amount of gain the design appears to have. 


In fooling around with this design, I've adapted a differential 
phase-splitter with an active current source to replace the "elephants 
on parade" (hey.. I like that.) phase splitter topology, which I've 
never really cared for either (it's what's in my Leslie amp). I've also 
changed the operating points on both the input and driver triodes to 
bias them into a somewhat more linear operating region. Both changes 
should markedly improve high-frequency performance. The original phase 
splitter offers more voltage gain at the expense of imbalance, bandwidth 
and distortion. If the object of a design is to avoid the use of NFB, 
circuit topolgy becomes much more critical wrt obtaining an acceptable 
amount of distortion. 


It's been both interesting and informative to use pspice simulation to 
try out different design techniques. I guess it supports my penchant 
for cheapness, since I don't have to assemble hardware (out of 
increasingly-unaffordable components) everytime I want to try something.

When I bought my R390A a couple years ago, the seller threw ina 
CV-157 Sideband Converter. As in "$100 more if you DON'T take it 
-- this guy wasn't into xbigx boats. A two-man carry piece. 


It was pretty dirty, but after digging up some 5R4s and a couple 12AU7s 
for 5814s, I lit it up and parts of it sorta work. Before I go on, 
here's a few quick questions: 


* Where can I get the manuals? 

* Can someone email me the functions of the 12 or so screw 
connections on the rear? Later I tell what I know so far. 

x Are any jumpers needed on these terminals? 

* What is the function of the little 3-pin connector (with 115 VAC!) 
inside the top right corner of the front panel? 

x How best to separate the upper and lower chassis, so I can get 

to the main chassis' underside? Looks like jillions of screws. 

The main frame has guides in the back to fit into a rack cabinet. 


OK. The rear terminal screws seem to be: 

1,2 -- nothing much 

3-6 -- Balanced line audio outputs. Channel A is dead. 

7-9 -- AGC to/from R390A. How vital is this? I do have the 
special cable with connectors. 

10-12 -- 6.3 VAC CT. What was this for? Lights? AFC servo? 


I can get it to do exalted carrier AM reception, although very 
weak, through Channel B. A is dead. I get more volume by 
tuning a little off center. THis is using the "RC" 
carrier, which I guess means Received Carrier. 

The LC (Local?) carrier cuts in and out -- when it works, it's 
like RC on AM and serves as a BFO on SSB, but when it cuts 
out I get lots of white noise. Just as weak as LC. 

AFC servo does not work at all, though the motor does lock up once 
the tubes warm up. But it never moves no matter what. 

The OA2 VR tube seems not to glow, so some B+ line is either too 
high or too low 

The oven-crystal 100 KC oscillator is working, as is the tunable 
555 KC one. Any other oscillators I should look for? 

The audio monitor system -- VU meter and phone jack -- is totally 
dead. Even with strong audio coming out the rear terminals, 
there is nothing on the VU meter or in the 'phones. 

Unclear how this could happen. 

That center carrier filter is very sharp -- maybe 10 Hz wide. The 

vernier tuning works FB for that. 


The seller said he'd had it working, doing something like AM 
synchronous detection, with the LSB in one headphone and the USB 
in the other. Selective fading on SW broadcasts would make the 
signal run around inside your head, he said. Would be neat to get 
this working.

Couple years ago the Wheaton (IL) Hamfest yielded, for a whopping $15, 

a Frequency-Selective Voltmeter by Sierra Electgronics of CA (never heard 
of them either). It tunes from DC to about 650 KC, and in addition to 
many voltage/dB steps on its panel meter, it also lets you listen in 

via headphones in AM, LSB, or USB at 2.5 KC bandwidth. 


It was very handy yesterday when trying to figure out that CV-1 

CV-157 (or CT-157?) sideband converter. By just laying a couple feet 

of wire from its input terminal over the 157, I was able to find the various 
LO and IF freqs in use, and then trace these to specific tubes by probing 
the wire around the tube tops. 


Other uses for this gadget: 

* Listen to low-end BC AM stations (not very hi-fi) 

* Q5er for the IF out of any rcvr -- instant LSB/USB for old Philco 
consoles, etc. 

x Find the IFs and track down self-oscillations in antique 1925 

battery superhet breadboard sets 

*x Try to find LW Aircraft beacons. Nope, just not that sensitive, 

and the local electrical noise blankets them. 

x Try for VLF stations. Double nope.

Gray History of Wireless Museum 


I finally uncovered (literally!) the following information, and I thought 
I would post it to the BoatAnchors Group. For those going to Dayton 
later this week, a side trip to Cincinnati might be very entertaining. 


Located in downtown Cincinnati at the Crosley Telecommunications Center, 
the studio and business home of one of the local UHF stations, is an 
amazing collection of early wireless radio equipment. Known as the Gray 
History of Wireless Museum, this exhibit was once a private collection. 
Radio equipment from the earliest days of spark through the golden era of 
radio broadcasting and even later is featured. The exhibit occupies half 
the hallway of an entire floor of the large building. It runs several 
hundred feet down one hall, turns the corner, and then runs some more. 
Standing out of place at the end of the collection is an R. L. Drake 
vacuum tube rig, by far the most modern item there. Elsewhere, galena 
detectors, Brantley coherers, tickler coils, audions, Vibroplex keys, B- 
batteries and even the homebrew coils wound on an oatmeal box proudly 


take their place showing off their craftsmanship. Documentation is a 
little sparse on many items but is adequate for us Boatanchor fans. I 
was fortunate to visit the museum several years ago with an oldtimer who 
could fill in the details on many items that I had never seen in person. 


The Crosley Telecommunications Center is located on 1223 Central Parkway 
in Cincinnati. They had a parking garage next door. To gain admittance 
to the museum, you had to merely ask the TV station receptionist and walk 
up a flight of stairs. Admission was free. Evidently few people know 
about the museum because the receptionist told our group a few years ago 
that virtually no one visits it. Considering it was the Dayton hamfest 
weekend, I would have thought it would be crowded. I hope this note can 
increase the attendance this year. 


When our group visited the Gray History of Wireless Museum, their hours 
were 9:00 AM to 5:00 PM, Monday through Friday. The telephone number at 
the time was 513/381-4033. I think it would be a good idea to call the 
station first and ask before visiting. The last time I was there was 
several years ago so an update would be in order. 


Cincinnati has a number of other interesting museums: the Cincinnati 
Medical Heritage Center, the Water Works Museum, the Observatory and the 
Fire Museum. Call the Greater Cincinnati Convention and Visitors Bureau 
at 1/800/246-2987 for more details. 


[Hey, I LIKE Cincinnati. The only place that can beat the Rib King or 
Mike Fink's is the little place in Eaton that we ALWAYS visit Saturday 
after a hard day of slogging through the flea market at Dayton. If it 
wasn't for Mr. Yoder's steaks, we might never have survived last year.

A River Runs Through It!]

Yowch! The Viking II fuse should be a 5 amp 3AG type. If your box blew a 
25 amp fuse, I'd be VERY careful about powering it up!! Put a1A fuse in 
it and bring the line voltage up slowly (after checking the transformers for 
shorts, across windings, between windings and ground, etc). 


That fuse is darned hard to reach. My Viking II has a nice 3/4 inch 
broom-handle style extension glued to the holder top. I matched that with a 
drinking-straw extension for the clamp tube bias pot (but the red/white/blue 
straw doesn't quite match the Johnson colors..<g>) 


Also, I WILL send out my Viking II keying mod/ideas/schematic bundles to all 
who have expressed an interest this week. My workweek has been pushing 
65-70 hours over the Mon-Fri period and I just have been too bushed to get 
the pages copied. I did re-draw my circuit changes in something more 
readable than the pencil upon napkin format that it began with, tho..

>I do want to replace the 4-section can capacitor in my HQ 170-A, as well 
>as the oil cap (leaking) in my Viking ITI. 
> 


>In that vein, I will order from mail order sources if the prices are 
>nearer to the 'catalog' cost I had seen. 

> 

>Just for reference I had ordered 1 x 60 uF, 2 x 40 uF, (all 450 V), 1 x 
>40 uF (25 v, @ $3.72), and 2 x 16 uF (450 V). All those 450 V ones were 
>in the range 11.28, 13.57, 13.31. I HOPE this does not represent the 
>real value of things. If I am naive, and this is the real cost of things, 
>please enlighten me, and I will start collecting pop bottles and beer 
>cans for their deposit values in order to provide funding for this hobby. 
> 

Brien, you are discovering the same situation that applies to most of the 
wholesale/retail electronics supply shops in the Chicago area as well. The 
problem is that high voltage capacitors (among other things), unless they 
happen to be something commonly used in the TV repair industry, are low 
production items (if still in production at all) and are priced high. 


Your best bet for finding the multi-section can capacitor is your local 
hamfest.. this is why I always stock up with a handful of common HV 
electrolytics and other tube-style components at every local ‘fest I attend. 


Antique Electronic Supply has many HV caps in their catalog, but not much in 
the way of multi-section cans. 


Other than that, perhaps a kindly soul reading this echo may have a cap you 
can use, that may fit the original hole without too much hacksaw work.. 
Local hams in your area might have something laying in their junque boxes as 
well. 


There is a firm that rebuilds old electrolytics (by gutting them, and 
installing smaller new-issue caps inside the original can) but I misplaced 
the name/address info. They have been mentioned in the postings here, so 
mebbe someone else can enlighten us. This is good for folks doing a restore 
of a rig, and trying to keep to as close to original equipment parts as 
possible. Same idea as cutting the bottom out of one of those old 45 or 90 
volt "B" batteries, filling them with 9V "square" cells in series, and 
gluing the bottom back on. 


The oil cap for your Viking would cost an arm and a leg new. Again, unless 
something of suitable rating and size pops up at a hamfest (small oil caps 
seem rare!), I'd replace it with a couple 40 uf/450v electrolytics in 
series, with equalizing resistors across them. The regulation will even be 
better with the somewhat increased capacity after the choke. 


It does take a bit of retrofitting of parts on hand to keep these BA's 
alive. I currently decided to give my Knight R-100A a quick overlook before 
starting on restoring the companion T-150A that will sit next to it. In the 
process of removing the tubes to test them, and re-inserting them, with 
appropriate wiggling to 'clean' the pin/socket junctions, two of the sockets 
broke internal connections. Last night, I found that removing these 
PC-board mount cheapo wafer sockets without destroying board traces, or 
damaging other things is a royal pain! But the sockets are out, and will be 
replaced with regular chassis-mount tube sockets after I drill appropriate 
holes in the PCB. A bit more of a project than originally desired, but 
that's the BA biz.. if this were a more highly valued unit, I'd probably 
work on finding PCB mount sockets to replace the originals, but in this case 
it's a use what's available situation.

Well, first my heartfelt thanks to the poster of the long review 

of the R389. Lovely machine! Also, nice to see there's still some 

VLF stuff out there. After some recent attempts with regenerative gear, 

I'd found nothing below the AF beacons but light dimmer noise, and concluded 
that all Navy and WWVH and WWVL stuff had long since been shut down 

in this age of satellites. Still remember copying NAA 5-letter groups 

at 19 KC on a homebrew 1-tuber back in 1960... 


After much tinkering with my R390A I agree that in principle it should 
be easy to adapt to LW/VLF. After all, the overall architecture gives no 
reason why the KC tuning dial has to quit below 500 KC. Except that 


the RF slug rack won't go any lower, and in fact the cams start yanking the slugs 
back out as you crank below 500 -- guess the designer didn't want to be 
there when you tuned thru 455 KC, hi. 


Probably easiest solution would be an outboard box with 3 big tunable 

RF transformers, that you would connect in place of the .5-1.0 MC slug rack. 
You'd have to tune it yourself, to match whatever freq you dialed on 

on the rcvr. Probably have to remove the slug rack coils and solder 

the box onto their leads. Not neat, not clean, and a lot fo work to 

put the rx back in original condition. 


Me, I think I'll just watch out for a 389. BTW, I had a Zenith console with 
a robot shutter dial, with such fine gear-reduction in the tuning that it 
had manually-controlled motor-driven tuning. I watch out for Grundings and 
never saw one like that -- they have great flywheel tuning instead. 


I will stick a spinner knob on my 390A one of these days.
